& In coïnpliande with your frequent ree 
quests that 1 would give you a correct 
sketch of the world as it goes herc, L send 
you what 1 have best Been: able le authene 
ticate of passing events The state of dee 
gradatiou into which France is falten is ale 
most beyond beliefs the King and his Mie 
nisters are oblige dto endure daily, nap 
hourly, the bitteresì. huiiliations from the 
Allied Sover-igns, their Ministers, and 
Generals. These seem agreed in ‘one 
thing alone—to dictate to, rot to frvat 
with, Louúis and his Ministers, and are 
agreed on no other single point, Yet the 
difference consists ehicily inthe more or 
less spoliatiou of Frarce, which each 
woukd turn to his own profit; thus ure 
(ria, feigning great concern for the sccue 
rity) of Switzerland, would have a terrifoe 
ry of about 0 "leagues circumference 
round Basle, including tbe foriress of 
uuingen, added to (hat: gountry. Panse 
sia thinks Strasburg indispensible fo the 
security of her new posdious on the Rhine, 
England, a new Belgie frontier, and to all 
these projects of dismemberment, if they 
do not take place,’ Alexander will be the 
only obstacle.
